Such a combination of political 
with military strategy, it was 
pointed out, was often used by 
the Chinese Communist command 
during the civil war when they 
were able to obtain a series of 
truces on the promise to negotiate 
with Chiang Kai-shek.

Held Political Task

LAKE SUCCESS, March 13— 
United Nations diplomats reported 


Tuesday that the idea of unifying 
Korea by military victory 
throughout the country is being 
quietly dropped. 

Cautiously and without commit- 
ments the United States is said to 
be considering the position that 
the United Nations military job 
will end somewhere around the 
38th Parallel and that the second 
task—unification—will depend on 
political jockeying that may last 
a long time. 

United States sources would say 
for the record only that no hard 
and fast decision has been reached 
on the question of calling a halt in 
the vicinity of the parallel. It was 
predicted that no such announce- 
ment would be forthcoming, since 
it would amount to a gift of.in- 
formation to the Chinese Com- 
munists. 


But more and more these days 
western delegates are pointing out 
the two Security Council resolu- 
tions committing the United Na- 
tions to fight the aggressor in Ko- 
rea deal with the restoration of 
peace and security to the territory 
of the Republic of Korea, south of 
the parallel. 


Progressively deeper in the 
background of information discus- 
sions is the resolution adopted by 
the General Assembly on Oct. 7, 
1950 tacitly authorizing the cross- 
ing of the parallel by United Na- 
tions forces and emphasizing the 
importance of unification of the 
country. 


In the eyes of many United 
Nations delegates, the large-scale 
Chinese Communist entry into the 
war has made the Oct. 7 resolu- 
tion impossible to carry out unless 
member states were willing to 
contribute a good deal more to 
the fighting strength of the inter- 
national army. 


Two recent statements by 
United States commanders have 
been taken by some diplomats 
here as indicating a trend against 
a new full-size United Nations 
march north of the parallel. The 
first was Gen. MacArthur’s warn- 
ing of an indefinite stalemate and 
then came Lieut. Gen. Matthew B. 
Ridgway’s statement that the 
United Nations would score a 
“tremendous victory” if the war 
ended with thhe world organiza- 
tion’s troops at the boundary. 


One informed diplomatic source 
said that the “climate” of Western 
thinking is that the United Nations 
has two jobs in Korea—military 
and political. The military job, 
according to that line, would be 
to drive the aggressor from the 
republic: the political job would 
be ta do everything possible to 
secure unification through United 
Nations-supervised elections. 


Until the massive intervention 
of Peiping in November, 1950, 
diplomats had believed that the 
political and military aspects could 
e combined. Now some of them 
are saying that the fact that the 
Chinese can keep pouring men 
into Korea if they are willing to 
pay the price in casualties brings 
up the question of stabilizing the 
military line once the republic’s 
territory has been liberated.

An unidentified Negro prisoner 
in a Fulton County work camp 
gave but a quarter to the Georgia 
Baptist Hospital building fund— 
but Baptist churchmen Tuesday 
credited him with having a part 
in a miracle comparable to the lad 


who took five loaves and two 
fishes up on a mountain by the 
Sea of Galilee many lears ago. 

That quarter, Dr. Louie D. 
Newton said, has been instru- 
mental in bringing in “untold 
thousands of dollars” during the 
last few days of the hospital 
building fund drive. 


County Chaplain Bill Allison 
sent the quarter to Dr. Newton 
after a prisOner, to whom he had 
given a Baptist church paper, 
stopped him on his tour of the 
prison camp and donated it. “I 
ain’t got much of this world’s 
goods,” he quoted the Negro as 
saying, “but take this quarter and 

- say ‘from a poor Negro prisoner.’” 

Dr; Newton took the quarter on 
a fund-raising tour of the State 
and everywhere he read Chap- 
lain Allison’s letter and exhibited 
the quarter, donations poured in 
from people who wanted to give 
“from four times to four hundred 
times as much.” 


Half a million dollars was 
needed to finish the hospital, Dr. 
Newton said, and all but $50,000 
has been raised.

Testimony of Burt H. Ru-

Mr. Rubens: I am interested in 
three liquor stores. I have a license 
for three in my name, 77 
St.; 477 Peters Street; 431 Marietta 
St., N. W. I have been in Atlanta 
since 1929. The Peters Street store 
is the best store. I bought it in 
1945 from Noah Maddox. I have a 
half interest in two stores, the 
Marietta and Forsyth Street stores, 
I only have a third interest in the 
store on Peters Street. I went in 
the liquor store business in 1941, 
I have two relatives in the whole- 
sale and. retail liquor business, my 
father-in-law and my brother-in- 
law. My first store was an interest 
in the one on Forsyth Street. The 
store cost $25,000 for everything 
except the inventory. I imagine 
the “key” was somewhere be- 
tween $18,000 or $20,000. The next 
store I acquired was on Marietta 
in 1943. At that time I paid $10,- 
000 for the “key” to the store 
which included inventory. I 
bought out the lease for $1,500. 
The next one was on Peters Street 
in 1945. We paid $20,000 for the 
“key” on that one, The next one 
was on Forsyth. Paid $16,000 for 
the “key” on that in 1947. 

Mr. McAuliffe: What business 
were yoo in before you got in the 
liquor business? 


‘Cosmetic Business 
Mr. Rubens: The cosmetic busi- 


ess. 

Mr. McAuliffe: Did you make 
enough money in that to go in the 
liquor business? 

Mr. Rubens: Back in those days 
it didn’t take any money. You 
could go to the banks and borrow 
money. We built Ruben’s foods. 
The liquor .tore was built before 
that, but it was not built until the 
application was in and approved.

I have never applied fom any 
liquor license in my own name. 
They were all transfers. I never 
applied for an original license. 
Some years ago I took an option 
on a piece of property out at 
Piedmont Road and Roswell Road. 
I applied for zoning and my zon- 
ing petition was turned down. I 
don’t remember what year that 
was—around 1944 or 1945. Since 
that time the property has been 
zoned for business. The reason 
they gave me at that time for 
turning it down was that they 
were putting a plan into effect to 
widen Roswell Road. They didn’t 
want me to put up a building 
there as they would have to come 
along and tear it down. I just 
figured there wasn’t anything I 
could do about it. Nobody ever 
approached me or said a little 
money would help me. There 
were a lot of mass meetings out 
there. Three hundred people came 
down there to oppose it. I have 
no idea who was responsible for 
all those people coming down 
there. I considered I was paying 
a pretty fair price for the licenses 
I got. I don’t think we have a 
liquor monopoly in Atlanta. 
There is a store for every 3,000 
people in Atlanta and in New 
York you will find a store for 
only every 10,000 ple. 

Mr. McAuliffe: There are stores 
in Atlanta that net $100,000 a year 
and I would consider that a mo- 
nopoly, 


One Particular Store 


Mr. Rubens: Yes, but only that 
particular store and not the entire 
system. The best stores are the 
Memorial Drive liquor store and 
the one on Pryor Street—“Mur- 
ray’s.” I think Tom Jones owns 
the one on Memorial Drive. 

I belong to the Retai] Liquor 
Dealers’ Association.

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An Alarming Indictment 


The front pages of yesterday’s news- 
papers bore alarming resemblance to a 
criminal indictment of the country’s lead- 
ership. 

It is a condition that is causing growing 
concern of the thoughtful. Most of the 
great nations of the past have so withered 
from internal decay as to make themselves 
easy victims of aggression. 

Evidence of our own moral laxity has 
been accumulating in recent months. It is 
not confined to the Federal Government 
nor to the big cities. It runs through State 
and local governments and is evident even 
in our sports arenas where future leading 
citizens supposedly are being taught the 
principles of fair play in competition. 

Yesterday the news was a sort of climax 
to all that has been building up. 

Six major news stories on page one of 
the final city edition of The Atlanta Con- 
stitution dealt with corruption in one form 
or another. It was practically the same in 
every other newspaper in the land. 

There are the twin investigations of 
Fulton County Commissioners and of At- 
lanta City Council’s police committee on 
recent Grand Jury findings that liquor 
licensees in the city and county have built 
a “vast financial empire.” The Grand 
Jury presentments indicate that an un- 
wholesome condition, to put it mildly, 
exists in regard to the issuance of liquor 
licenses. And only recently County Com- 
missioners voted, three to two, to sell for 
$30,500 county-owned timber valued at 
$55,000. 

In New York witnesses before a Senate 
Committee testified that racketeers exerted 
powerful influence on politics. The Com- 
mittee was told Frank Costello, reputed 
boss of the uhderworld, and Joe Adonis, 
whom Gov. Dewey has labeled “Public 
Enemy No. One,” were the men to see 
when trying to elect a mayor of New York. 

The RFC scandals continue to make 
sensational reading. High officials have 
admitted undue influence in the making 
of loans with the taxpayers’ money. A 
Grand Jury will investigate for perjury, 
fraud and concealment of facts. Mink 
coats and deep-freeze units are in the back- 
ground. President Truman, when first 
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More Cheerful 
News On Migration 


Some days ago we editorialized on De- 
partment of Commerce figures showing 
migration of people from Georgia and the 
South to other regions. These figures re- 
vealed 318,000 Georgians have left the 
State in the last 10 years. We feared the 
State might have lost heavily in future 
leaders by reason of this fact. 


Now comes Col. Blake R. Van Leer, 
head of Georgia Tech, with more cheerful 
figures. 


Col. Van Leer, in a letter published in 
today’s Pulse of the Public, says a recent 
survey discloses almost 50 per cent of 
Georgia Tech alumni live in Georgia and 
over 70 per cent live in the Southeast. 


What make these facts especially grati- 
fying is that 40 to 50 per cent of Georgia 
Tech’s enrollment comes frem outside the 
State. The survey reflects the increasing 
industrialization.of Georgia and the South 
plus the growing opportunity in the State 
and region for better trained persons. 


We feel it also is a tribute to Col. Van 
Leer, whose foresight has resulted in spe- 
cial attention at Tech to the particular 
needs of the South. The figures show it is 
a policy that is paying dividends. 


confronted with the Committee report, 
called it “asinine.” 

Again in New York, the Government 
was forced to unwrap secrecy cloaking the 
atomic bomb to admit evidence in a spy 
trial which showed the composition and 
functioning of the bomb. Five defendants 
are charged with espionage. One who ad- 
mitted stealing secrets for transmission 
to Russia is a former trusted Army sergeant 
stationed at Los Alamos. 

As an aside, it is comforting that the 
Supreme Court refused to review the con- 
viction for perjury of Alger Hiss. 

An Atomic Energy Commission worker 
has admitted giving out advance informa- 
tion on the location of the H-bomb ma- 
terials plant across the Savannah River 
from Augusta. A Salt Lake City, Utah, 
meat dealer is said to have cleaned. up 
$75,600 in profits from land deals as a re- 
sult of the tip... 

New York is not the only city in which 
crime influences politics. The Kefauver 
Committee previously has brought out 
links between the organized underworld 
and politics in many States and cities. 
Still to be investigated are the charges 
that public offices have been bought and 
sold in Mississippi. The story of the elec- 
tion in Maryland last November still holds 
a strong odor. Alabama is airing the dirty 
parole linen of former Gov. Folsom’s ad- 
ministration. The list could run on and on. 

What is alarming is that there seems to 
be no groundswell of public indignation, 
that there has been no general outcry for 
a realignment of political and _ public 
morals, the disruption of which is the basis 
of the trouble. 

It is comparatively easy to blame and 
punish those guilty of outright fraud or 
other violation of the law. But these are 
merely symptoms of a deep-seated infec- 
tion. So long as an easy public conscience 
tolerates sharp practices, within the law 
but morally wrong, the evil will exist, ever 
ready to explode into shocking scandal. 

Conditions will not improve until the 
people demand a change. For public 
servants and political leaders almost in- 
variably are an accurate reflection of the 
character of their constituents.

Comforting Aspect 


The only comforting aspect of this 
weather is the hope that it is the final con- 
vulsion of a Winter that already has given 
Atlanta and the South more than their 
normal share of cold weather. 


Still, a mid-March snow doesn’t sit well 
with folks who have been lulled into an- 
ticipation of an early, early Spring by two 
weeks or so of balmy sunshine interspersed 
with thunder-clapping showers of the mid- 
Summer variety. Not only people have 
been fooled, but a great many of Nature’s 
prognosticators as well. We've even seen 
Bermuda grass all dressed up in new green 
as if certain of a prolonged visit from 
warm weather. 

Those who are keen observers—pos- 
sessed of the proper sense of optimism— 
can discern even now a sort of “I believe 
I will, I believe I won’t” uncertainty on 
the part of Winter.

Money Crops Now 


ADEL—If it’s any consolation te you, those 
high grocery prices you’ve been grumbling about 
are, too, reaching the farmer. 

For all the double-talk about parity and the chronic lament 
about the middle-man getting all the gravy, the man behind the 
plow—or, more accurately, the man behind the tractor wheel— 
is better off than ever before. One has only to spend a couple 
of days in predominantly agricultural South Georgia to be im- 
pressed with that. : 

The flat, fertile farmlands which sprawl] from the Okefenokee 
on the east to the Chattahoochee on the west never grew.a greater 
crop of dollars!than that produced in the past several years. One 
finds irrefutable evidence of that, not only in prosperous places 
like Adel, Tifton, Moultrie and Quitman, but also down the dirt 
roads which lead back to the branchheads. 


There, the current crop of greens is being gathered even while, 
in adjacent fields, preparation is being made for the tomatoes 
and beans which the truckers are already - demanding. 

There, in a pasture which withstood surprisingly well the rigors 
of the Winter, sleek -whitefaced and an occasional Brahma fatten 
for marketing. There between neat rows of scientifically designed 
brooder houses, fat sows nurse their greedy progeny. (Here a 
field of oats, three-fingers-high, gets its first taste of anhydrous 
ammonia. ) 


Here, a regimented host against the sky, is a planting of pines, 
several hundred thousand strong, ready in a few brief years for 
the-gum-drawer’s blade or the box-factory yard. 

Here, nestled securely in their windbreaks, are the tobacco 
beds, painstakingly prepared, cloth-protected and constantly ex- 
amined for any sign of blue mold. And here the fields are being 
made ready for the tobacco plants, once, but no longer, the sec- 
tion’s only money crop. Now, all of them are, and in a big way. 

Diversification is a continuing process in South Georgia. More 
and more broiler houses and pickle plants bear testimony to that. 
Some farmers, with the Government’s lid off and prices pegged, 
are even thinking of trying a little cotton. Three pickers, costing 
roughly $8,000 apiece, are on order in Cook County. Diversifica- 
tion, in short, has gone the full cycle. 

“Time was,” said one veteran farmer, surveying Monday night’s 
downpour, “when we'd have called this a.million-dollar rain. 
Today that would be a pretty bad underestimate.”

A Document On 


FDR’s Health 


WASHINGTON—Aroused by a recent edi- 
torial in The Washington Evening Star repeat- 
ing an old charge about President Roosevelt 

being a “dying man” when the Democrats nominated him for a 
fourth term in 1944, Vice Admiral] Ross T. McIntire, retired, who 
served as White House physician at the time, has come forward 
with what promises to be a historic document on the state of the 
late President’s health during the year preceding his death. 

The statement that Mr. Roosevelt was a dying man in the 
Summer of 1944 is not new to Admiral McIntire, of course. He 
was aware of it having been made,“time and again by certain 
columnists and writers seeking the sensational.” But when it was 
repeated by a responsible newspaper like The Star he was 
prompted to write the editor a letter of protest, presenting the 
record by way of refuting the charge. 


: As to Mr. Roosevelt’s condition in the early 
Hard Time part of 1944, Admiral McIntire frankly admitted 
that he and the other doctors associated with him in the Presi- 
dent’s care “had a very difficult two months in February and 
March.” But then he went on to say: 

“April saw great improvement, and by early Summer all signs 
of the President’s recent illness had completely cleared. Anyone 
who was with us on the Pacific cruise, and had the opportunity 
to see the tremendous activity carried out by President Roosevelt 
in Hawaii, would bear me out in my statement. During our 
three-day stay in Honolulu the President covered all military in- 
stallations, including the military and naval hospitals. He spent 
hours going through the wards, visiting thousands of wounded in 
these hospitals. He carried out long and exhaustive conferences 
with Gen. MacArthur and Admiral Nimitz. His stay in the Aleu- 
tians was equally strenuous.” 

He reminded that at the Yalta Conference, which came early 
in 1945, Mr. Roosevelt was called upon for a great output of 
energy over a period of eight days, “during which he was con- 
stantly in conferences with Mr. Churchill and Premier Stalin.” 
Even so, “at the end of these talks, he was able to fly to Egypt, 
where he received the King of Egypt, the King of Abyssinia and 
the King of Saudi Arabia.” 

Admiral McIntire recounts that, “In all the days I saw Presi- 
dent Roosevelt in action, I cannot remember one where he was 
more alert than during the days of these conferences.” 


. : At the time of his death the Admiral recalls 
Another Trip that he and Admiral Wilson Brown were 
working out a schedule for another strenuous trip by the Presi- 
dent to the Far East, “where he planned to visit Gen. MacArthur 
and Admiral Nimitz again, and review plans for the closing phases 
of the war.” In addition, he planned to go to England in June. 

“In this period,” McIntire said, “the President was unfortunate 
enough to pick up a virus infection which destroyed his appetite 
and lowered his physical condition. It was because of this that 
he went to Warm Springs, to regain his strength.” 

The record of the Roosevelt activities during the last year of 
his life, as presented by his White House physician, clearly refutes 
the charge about him being a dying man at the time he was nomi- 
nated for a fourth term. The only thing Admiral McIntire failed 
to mention was that the brain clot which finally struck him down 
at Warm Springs was something that might have happened to any 
normally healthy man and could not be foreseen.

Stronger Than the UN 


WASHINGTON—Every now and then it seems appropriate for the chronicler 
of the passing show to drop a footnote just to keep the record clear.

nits recall, was to break down monopoly control—maintained through intricate webs 
of international finance—that affects the price and supply of many necessities of daily living as 


well as the raw materials from which they are made.

They often were the cause of war. They pro- 
voked nations which could not have access to 
things they needed to try to go out and take 
what they needed by force. Such nations often 
were impoverished and that made their people 
susceptible to leaders who wanted to take the 
route of war. Likewise nations that have grown 
rich through their monopoly control often get 
ideas of expansion and use their power for con- 
quest. , 


We saw that in Germany where the great 
monopolists, or cartelists as they are known, 
backed Adolf Hitler in his aims of world 
conquest ‘and supplied his war machine. 
More than that, they used their monopoly 
power to hamstring their potential enemies. 


We were handicapped at the start of our de- 
fense program, it may be remembered, by short 
supplies of strategic materials that the German 
cartelists had imposed in agreements with some 
of our great cqgporate producers, and so were 
our allies. 

This inspired one of our postwar aims—to 
break up the great German cartels, a continuing 
war potential, and spread their ownership widely 
to establish competitive enterprise and thus 
loosen the grip of an industrial and financial 
superstate on the political government. 

Many times it has been recorded here, in 
periodic footnotes, how our decartelization pro- 
gram has failed to accomplish its aims. 

Now, fresh from Germany, we get evidence 
of the growing strength of that monopoly power 
we failed to curb. It has ta do with the Schuman 
Plan for pooling Western Europe’s coal and steel 
resources under an interriational agency. This 
economic union is a necessary basis for the Euro- 
pean political union, a United States of Europe, 
for which we are striving. 


But the great Ruhr cartelists who still cem- ~ 


Such monopolies operated on a world-wide 


trol steel and coal resources balked at provisions 
in the Schuman Plan depriving them of the all- 
powerful control they exercise. Now comes the 
word that we and the French are going to com- 
promise and let them retain more control than 
originally provided by the plan. Big American 
interests that have their own stake in Ruhr coal 
and steel recently became active on behalf of the 
Ruhr industrialists, showing that international 
finance knows no country and no government. 
The pattern slips back into the one used before 
the war, and so we abandon another war aim. 
From Santiago, Chile, comes further evidence 
of this trend in the meeting of the Economic 
and Social Council of the United Nations there. 


The Council shelved a proposal submitted 
by Dr. Thorsten Ohde, director of the Inter- 
national Co-operative Alliance, for a study 
of world oil resources and their 
te the people of the world. 


Back of Dr. Ohde’s project is an interesting 
story which was told in a series of columns here 
a few years ago. A Swedish Government in- 
quiry revealed that the prewar international oil 
cartel, including British and American companies, 
still functions with controls of production and 
prices. Dr. Ohde first proposed to the UN four 
years ago that the UN itself set up an inter- 
national petroleum authority to control Middle 
East oil resources. The basis for his proposal

in East Germany 


LEIPZIG—In this gray, gloomy city there is only one note of color—the innumerable scarlet 
posters and banners demanding “German unity.” As the whole world knows by now, the American 
policymakers are terrified that the Soviets will shortly make a serious offer to unite and neutralize 


Germany, in order to halt Western rearmament and disrupt the Western alliance. 


The prize the 


Kremlin has to play for is very great indeed. But it is important to realize that the Kremlin must 
also risk a very great stake in order to gain this prize. 


No offer to “unify” Germany will be treated 
seriously, either by the Western Germans or the 
Western Allies, which Goes not include a guar- 
anty of free election in East Germany. There is 
no doubt at all that the iron Communist control 
of East Germany would collapse instantly in any 
free election. And East Germany has become a 
property of immense importance to the Kremlin. 


What has happened here in the last year 
made this year’s Leipzig fair a striking con- 
trast with last year’s. Last year all was still 
misery ahd horror. This year, on the other 
hand, one noticed chiefly the combined re- 
sults of German hard work and methodical. 
iron-handed Russian organisation, which are 
making the Soviet sone of Germany a going 
concern. 


The conditions of life are materially better, 
although still very bad. But what is really im- 
portant to the Kremlin, is that East German pro- 
duction gas greatly increased. The great in- 
crease in East German productivity is, of course, 
far more beneficial to the Kremlin than to the 
East German people. Thirty per cent of the in- 
dustry, including such great plants as the former 
I. G. Fafben chemical complex, are directly 
owned by the Russian Government. These not 
merely produce for Russian accounts but also pay 
a handsome profit. The remaining industry, of 
which about two thirds is owned by the East 
German State, produces reparations for Russia 
to the tune of about 1,500,000,000 marks per year. 


Heavy occupation costs relieve the Kremlin of

supporting ita huge army in East Germany; and 
the East German taxpayer also pays the whole 
cost of operating the uranium mines where 
nearly 250,000 workers are employed extracting 
radioactive ores for Marshal Beria’s atomic 
project. 


Finally, almost all German industrial coh- 
cerns are buying agents for the Kremlin, secur- 
ing from West Germany and elsewhere in West 
Europe an enormous volume of critical and stra- 
tegic materials and equipment. 


This smoothly running system of economic 
exploitation, which takes from East Germany for 
Russia about one quarter of thg¢ annual product, 
is based in turn upon a state organization that 
is now absolutely monolithic. ' 


Moreover, while “loyalty to the Soviet Union 
and Comrade Stalin” is the test for “Germans, 
Soviet controF¥ is further insured by the Russians 
who hold key positions, advisory or even mana- 
gerial; throughout the whole strange structure 
from the highest level to almost the lowest. 


In short, what is seen here in East Germany 
is a new imperialism so total and so unashamed 
that it would make Lord Clive himself sink into 
the ground for very envy. Because of their hard- 
working character and submissiveness to author- 
ity, the East Germans have now adapted them- 
selves to this new imperialism better than any 
of the other satellites. The question remains, 
whether the Soviets will wish to gamble this 
model province in order to halt the rearmament 
of the West.

“climatic stress.” That is, high 

temperatures, drought, frost- 

heaving, and the impact of in- 

tense rain create “stresses” that 

limit, or delay, or prevent the 

establishment of vegetation on 
barren’ areas. 


The foresters found tempera- 
tures of as high as 136 degrees 
F. at a depth of one-quarter inch 
in the soil of an eroded cotton 
field at their experiment sta- 
tion near Union, 8. C., and for 
a 15-day period the average 
daily maximum temperature for 
that depth measured 109 degrees 
F. Even the air temperatures at 
one foot above the ground 
reached 118 degrees. The soil 
lost 8% of its moisture in 36 
hours under these conditions. 


AS IF THESE temperatures 
were not enough to discourage 
growth, there is the further im- 
pact of rainless days. Ten-day 
and longer rainless periods fre- 
quéntly oceur during which sur- 
face .sol] becomes so dry the 
shallow - rooted seedlings are 
killed, 


On these barren solise in 
Wintertime the frost action 
heaves out the plant seedlings 
and the loosened soil is car- 
ried away in subsequent rains. 
Alternate freezing and thaw- 
ing may occur as many as 50 
or more times during a single 
Winter. 


The Forestry folks discovered 
that these eroded soils will 
scarcely absorb an inch of wa- 
ter in 36 hours. Rain that can’t 
soak in must run over the sur- 


nating flood and drought condi- 
tions. The rare spots, where 
original topsoil remains — old 
graveyards, for instance—can 
absorb 20 to 40 times more wa- 
ter than adjacent depleted fields. 

The most feasible, effective 
restoration measures for aban- 
doned land: unprotected by 
vegetation have yet to be de- 
termined, say the Forest Serv- 
ice, but mulching with pine 
straw and other straw and hay 
has proven beneficial.

Curtains Make 


Curtains and draperies, like a 
new hat, are the dash of glam- 
our in your room’s costume. 
Ther’re part of the background 
that displays your furniture and 
accessories: they are on display, 
too, as eolor notes along the 
walls. 

Draperies are extremely im- 
portant. Windows are the eyes 
of the room, so to speak, and 
draperies become focal points, 
especially where there are 
groups of windows treated as 
one—which is one of today’s 
trends. As with everything else, 
there are types of curtains suited 
te different styles of decorating. 


Decorative fabrics should 
complement er pick up your 
basic colors. Don’t become in- 
volved with too many patterns 
—keep the effect simple and 
dramatic. Youll always 
achieve good taste if you stick 
te the “rule of three”: one 


or Mar Beauty of Your Home 


floral, one stripe, one plain 
color for your decorative fab- 
rics. You don’t have to use 
all three, but never more than 
three! 


Keep your curtains and drap- 
eries simple yet effective. Over- 
dressed windows are as unat- 
tractive as over-dressed people. 


Today’s trend is away from or- 
nate .window dressings—toward 
fuller, simpler draperies and 
curtains. 

You can use draperies and 
glass curtains together or use 
either of them alone—it depends 
on your windows. For view 
windows, you'll probably choose 
draperies only. In small infor- 
mal rooms, you may want glass 
curtains only. 

In general, glass curtains give 
privacy and subdue strong light. 
They may hang to the window 
sill or to the floor, but they must 


be full, not skimpy, ‘to look their 
best. Use them for color, to give 
a room privacy, to soften the 
giare of the sun, or to screen 
out an unattractive view. 


Draperies and eurtains 
should be made in one of three 
lengths: to the sill, te the 
apron. er to within one inch 
of the fleor. Draperies and 
curtains at the same window 
needn’t be the same length. 
You can mix sill or apron- 
length glass curtains with 
floor-length draperies. 


Draperies, of course, dress 
your windows and accent your 
color scheme. And they can 
change the shape of a window, 


too, if you hang them wisely... | 


To make a window seem wider, 
use rods which extend the drap- 
eries beyond the sides of the 
window frame and by using a 
longer valance.
